^stantially. sijpported by the National En^ownent for th^ Himanities and the 
State University of New York at Albaiy, CDBP has three itain -objectives: (1) to ^ 
g05>lore all aspects of p r o g ra ni ni ng the humanities for adults; (2) to provi(fe for 
ongoing stafffand program deveiqpitient;. and, (3). to establish a resource center 
for gathetin^ and dissendnating infornatidi in oontnunity programming in the 
hiinanities adult audiences. The literature search results contained in 
this report provide a step teward the achievenent of these objectives, 

The part-time adult learner is and will continue to be the ctoj^ct of con- 
sider^ble attention in educational literature and researcii.

relatively sparse vMle the level of activity {e,g, , program and project) remains

* of annotated materials followed by a listing of citations. The decision criteria 
for irjclusipn of an annotation include the timeliness, relevaiice, and iirportaribe 
of the .work, Warks .scoring lower on these dirensions are included in the list of 
citations, ^ Potentially ijiportant materials that could not be obtained for a full 
review ar6f ^ound;in"the citation list as well# 

The metlK)d used &>x construction 9f the bibliographies Included both manual 
and oonputerized litferature searching. The overall search concentrated on the 
printed gnd machine readable versions of the ERIC file. In this manner, dt was 
possible to iryrlucte either ED or EJ identification nurbers for all joat^cials ip, 
tjie bibliography. This format is presented with the intention Of f^olitating 
riptrieval of rels^vant materials.
